make democracy safe for the world 
by defining Its ends, clarifying its 
purposes and enacting Into law Its 
essential Ideals. And herein lies the 
path to Just, honorable and endur- 
ing peace. We have won the great 
war. Let us now proceed to win the 
greater peare.'* 


Germany must be dealt with firm- 


ly at the peace conference, said Mr. 
Daniels, "because the sins of 
her 


rulers and all who 
followed

spirit are black and bitter and her 
crimes deserve such treatment and 
such punishment as will protect the 
future. 


"But no policy of hatred." he said,

The archbishop calls attention to 


the fact that on Sept. 22, 1515, he sent 
a letter to Prof. Delssmann, polntlnff 
out these essential matters, but re- 
ceived no reply, except acknowledge- 
ment and continues: 


"We have fought without hatred 


and so far as possible without pas- 
sion, and now that" victory 
crowns 


the cause for which we fought we do- 
sire to be equally free from hatred 
and passion in the course we follow 
as victors. 


CAN'T IGNORE HUN SAVAGERY 
"But we cannot forget the terrible 


crime wrought against humanity and 
civilization when this stupendous war 
with its Irreparable agony and cruelty 
was let loose in Europe.

civilians;

the Lusitanta, and the rejoicing which 
ensued in Germany; the unspeakable 
cruelties

these thing* compel the authorities 
of the Allies to take security meas- 
ures against a repetition on such a 
crime.

VINDICATE RIGHTEOUSNESS.

the war revenue bill was aubstan 
tially completed last night by the 
Senate finance committee. Amend- 
ments perfecting* the program of 
raisins six billion dollar* In 1919 
were adopted and by a strict party 
vote the committee formally ap- 
proved Chairman Simmons' plan to 
raise four billon dollars in 1920 
through reduction of Individual and 
corporation Income rates, elimination 
of the war profits tax and reduction 
of the excess profits rates. 


With the seven Republicans of the 


committee voting solidly In opposi- 
tion, the. ten 
Democrats 
adopted 


Chairman Simmons' plan for 1*20 to 
reduce the normal Income tax rate 
for individuals and corporations from 
12 to 8 per cent, to abolish the 
8fl 


per cent war profits rate after 1818, 
and to reduce the excess profits rates 
In 1920 to a minimum of ZO per cent 
and a maximum of 40 per cent, or 
two-thirds of the 191} rate. 


Although the committee now prac- 


tically has completed the bill, It be- 
came known yesterday that the In- 
ternal revenue bureau has almost de- 
spaired of the enactment of the meas- 
ure before Jan. 1, and has made full 
plans for collection of taxes tinder 
the old law, by which It Is estimated 
only $4,000,000.000 would be produced 
next year. The old law, which re- 
mains effective until repealed by the 
new revenue bill, specifically enjoins 
the commissioner of Internal revenue 
to prepare forms for use of tax-pay- 
ers to report tholr Incomes, profits 
and other taxable matters between 
Jan. 1 and March 1.

This Is 
effective at once and will be wel- 
comed by the c6nfectloner» who have 
feared that the Christmas trading In 
their line would be hindered by the 
one pound to a person rule. 


The distribution by the jobbers ot 


sugar to the retailers under the cer- 
tificate system will be also abolished 
beginning Dec. 1. 


This will mean that the retailer will 


not need to buy his sugar from the 
Jobber through the use of a certifi- 
cate after that date. 


MUST STILL CONSERVE. 


In announcing the order however, 


the administration 
emphasized 
the 


fact that requests for the conserva- 
tion of sugar were In no way modi- 
fied, Domestic consumers will be ex- 
pected to observe the voluntary ra- 
tion of four pounds a month per 
person and publlo eating places will 
be required to use only four pounds 
for each ninety meals served. 


With the prospect that the price ot 


sugar will decrease as the 
ships 


available for bringing in stocks In- 
crease will have a tendency to pre- 
vent people from stocking up on high 
priced sugar.
